Indications are that democratic senators 
will approach the question of ratification 
of the four-power treaties with unbiased 
minds, consider

standpoint of their merits or demerits and 
vote on their ratification as statesmen with 
only the good of the country at heart, put­ 
ting aside all partisan feelings that they 
may possess. 
This is as it should be. 
In 
matters such as these there should be but 
one consideration, and that the good of the 
country. 
It may be true that many of the 
democratic 
senators 
cherish 
resentment 
against the republicans because they per­ 
mitted themselves to be guided only by par- 
tisanism, hatred and revenge in considering 
the treaty of Versailles and that in spite of 
their own honest beliefs as to the value of 
the League of Nations they voted against its 
ratification at the demand their party lead­ 
ers, but they should not permit that resent­ 
ment to effect their 
actions 
in the great 
question now before them. 
To do so would put them on a level with 
the men they have condemned so strongly, 
and demonstrate that they, as well as the 
republicans, place party fealty and the de­ 
sire for party success above the good of 
the republic and the good of humanity. 
If then these treaties 
are

such a strong hold upon our nervous sys­ 
tem that it is almost impossible to pry it 
I loose. 
We become our own worst enemies, 
and in the end we 
find 
that 
we have to 
I fight ourselves harder than any other one 


i force if we wish to regain our poise. 
A 
grouch presupposes an unbalanced condi­ 
tion ; that is to say, it is possible of creation 
only when our minds and our nerves are in 
a somewhat disordered 
state, 
for no en­ 
tirely normal person would deliberately at­ 
tach himself to a grouch if he even glimps­ 
ed the endless chain of unhappiness that 
results from such a possession. 
There are 
many persons who argue that a grouch is 
but 
selfishness, 
and 
perhaps 
in 
a 
way 
they 
are 
right. 
At 
the 
same 
time, however,.it is no Less 
true 
that a 
grouch is not likely to develop in a happy 
normal, even balanced person, but only in 
one whose perspective for the time being, 
at least, is awry and who is not on friendly 
terms with those about him. 
A grouch, if persisted in and allowed to 
have full sway, eventually makes the sweet­ 
est person sour; the most hopeful, despair­ 
ing; the most satisfied, rebellious, and so 
on throughout the whole category of vir­ 
tues 
and 
voices. 
It 
creates suspicions 
where none would otherwise have existed; 
it makes us attribute motives where none 
were intended, and it keeps us dissatisfied 
with life, and yet unwilling to try to turn 
over a new leaf. 
It is best to fight against 
the development of a grouch when we be­ 
gin to feel one coming on, even though it 
takes all our strength for the time being, 
and nearly exhausts our nervous energy. It 
is only by perseverance that we can ever 
hope to push through the shadows into the 
light, and it certainly is not conceivable 
that anyone should permit himself to “take 
it out" on others simply 
because 
his own 
plans and his own 
ambitions 
have gone 
astray. 
It is, perhaps, because we some­ 
times do this very thing that our grouches 
threaten at times to master us, or at least 
to take control of us for the time being. 
If 
however, we have sense and reason enough 
left to realize how unfortunate an influence 
such feelings have upon us there is always 
the hope that in the end we may conquer 
them, even at great cost and sacrifice to 
ourselves. 
If we know that the grouch that 
has developed within our minds and hearts 
is the means whereby we make enemies for 
ourselves and unhappiness as well for oth­ 
ers it is time that we should take steps to 
remedy the fault and to rise superior to its 
influence. 
Grouches never work for our 
good or, for that matter, for the good of 
anyone else; they are signs of weakness on 
our part, and mean that we have not been 
strong enough and wise enough to stamp 
them out when they first began to cloud 
the sky for us. 
They work greater hard­ 
ships as the days go by, and the man who 
deliberately chooses to cultivate one as his 
private means of retaliation, as some men 
have been known to do, merely lays up un­ 
happiness and failure for himself in the 
years to come.
